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Ghostly goings on 
delay expansion?

Are the ghosts of Quakers’ 
past or ancient Roman curses 
to blame for the delayed ex¬ 
pansion of Kingston town 
centre’s Primark store? 

The budget clothes 
chain has owned the 
former Quaker meet¬ 
ing house, pictured, 
and cemetery in 
Eden Street since 
2012 and had 
planned to almost 
double the size of 
its store with an 
extension. 

But building 
work never began 
despite planning 
permission being 
agreed three years 
ago. 

As well as the Quaker 
burial ground that dates 
back to the 1700s, a human 
skull from 1000BC, a small 
Roman altar and a number of 
curses written on strips of 
lead have all been found at 
the site previously. 

Chairman of the Quaker 
project committee Graham 


Torr said he thought all the 
bodies had been moved to 
Surbiton cemetery in 2010 
when the group was transfer¬ 
ring to its new base in Fair- 
field East. 


Quakers are known for 
their plain dress and opposi¬ 
tion to slavery and there is 
now speculation that more 
Quaker bodies have been 
found at the former 


cemetery. Mr Torr said: “I 
have no idea why they 
haven’t expanded yet. 

“It is very confusing. 

“We went through the pro¬ 
cess of exhuming the re¬ 
mains very thoroughly and 
tried our best to inform all 
living relatives. 

“Quakers are very good 
at keeping records, but 
there was one body 
that we could not 
find.” 

Mystery sur¬ 
rounding the post¬ 
ponement was 
further empha¬ 
sised when a 
Primark 
spokeswoman 
would only say 
“factors” were to 
blame, and the com¬ 
pany, which made 
£2.3bn in profits in the 
first quarter of last 
year, would expand the 
store “early next year”. 

She added: “The store ex¬ 
pansion was set to start earli¬ 
er, however, a number of 
factors led to a change in 
timing. 

“Primark will not be com¬ 
menting further on this 
expansion.”

□ Premier League giants 
Chelsea were set to buy 
Kingsmeadow football stadi¬ 
um from AFC Wimbledon, it 
was announced. 

This would follow a bid by 
the Dons to build a new ground 
in Merton’s Plough Lane. 

□ The man who raped a 
Chessington pensioner was 
one of 11 men to die while in 
custody in Wandsworth 
Prison in 2014. 

Robert Richards, 22, left a 
note in his cell referring to 
“debts” he had inherited from 
a former cell mate. 

At the pre-inquest hearing 
into the deaths of two prison¬ 
ers coroner Dr Fiona Wilcox 
raised concerns about the 
number of deaths. 

□ A 16-year-old admitted tak¬ 
ing his mother’s Mercedes 
and driving the wrong way 
round Kingston town centre’s 
one-way system during a 
high-speed police chase.

□ Conservative James Berry 
defeated Liberal Democrat 
Ed Davey to become Kingston 
and Surbiton’s new MP. 

Mr Berry gained some 2,800 
votes more than the incum¬ 
bent, who had occupied the 
seat since 1997. 

Davey was one of a number 
of high-profile Liberal 
Democrats to lose their seats, 
including Vince Cable in 
nearby Twickenham. 

□ A police officer on his way 
to work saved a young 
woman from drowning after 


deciding to leave home 10 
minutes earlier than usual. 

Sergeant Steve Rees, 50, was 
cycling to his morning shift 
just before 6am on Saturday 
when something caught his 
eye on Kingston Bridge. 

Minutes later he was rescu¬ 
ing a woman in her 20s who 
had jumped from the bridge 
and into the freezing Thames 
water below. She was taken 
to hospital 

□ This proud mum, pictured 
right, who has raised 11 duck¬ 
lings so far, with still more on 
the way, made her nest in a 
herb box on a Kingston bal¬ 
cony belonging to Barbara 
and Trevor Harrison.

□ The most advanced robotic 
hand ever made has been 
fitted to its first UK patient in 
Kingston. 

Nicky Ashwell, 29, was 
born without a right hand 
and previously used a cos¬ 
metic prosthetic that she was 
not able to move. 

Now she has been fitted 
with what has been described 
as the world’s most lifelike 
bionic hand, that uses tech¬ 
nology from Formula 1 cars 
and Swiss watches to power 
five motors and 14 different 
grip positions.

□ It was announced that a 
popular Hook pub had been 
bought by an Isle of Man 
based company linked to clos¬ 
ing a string of bars across 
London. 

The Cap in Hand, off the 
Ace of Spades roundabout, 
was sold to Mendoza Ltd by 
JD Wetherspoon, which had 
owned it since 1998. 

The pub was set to close on 
August 28, but it was later an¬ 
nounced it would remain 
open until January 1,2016. 

□ Work on a proposed cycle 
track in New Malden re¬ 
vealed swathes of the town 
could disappear underwater 
at any time because water 
pipes supplying the area had 
“zero” life expectancy. 

Thames Water’s pres¬ 
surised freshwater supply, 
contained in four major 
pipes, runs beneath the dis¬ 
trict and encircles the capital. 

Design work for the mini- 
Holland New Malden to 
Raynes Park link revealed 
that two of the pipes running 
under the land were at risk of 
bursting with potentially 
catastrophic consequences.

□ Kingston’s oldest nightclub 
announced its surprise 
closure. 

The owners of McClusky’s, 
in Riverside, announced they 
were rebranding the club as 
cocktail bar the Viper Rooms. 

It re-opened during the 
August bank holiday after a 
£500,000 refurbishment. 

□ Terrorist attacks, unex¬ 
ploded bombs and the plight 
of badgers were all given as 
reasons to oppose a multi- 
million-pound cycle track 
between New Malden and 


Raynes Park. 

The claims were made in a 
report compiled by an envi¬ 
ronmental group opposed 
to the second phase of 
Kingston’s £33m mini-Hol¬ 
land project. 

The 15-page report by 
retired medical professor 
David Allison was called 
“absurd” by London Cycling 
Campaign. 

□ It was revealed that Health 
Secretary Jeremy Hunt was 
preparing to order Kingston 
Council to slash £650,000 from 
its budget for tackling obesi¬ 
ty, teen pregnancy, smoking 
and other services. 

The news came after control 
of public health, including 
sexual health services, sub¬ 
stance abuse treatment and 
suicide prevention, was 
transferred to councils from 
the NHS in 2013.

□ People wanting to help 
Syrian refugees in Kingston 
faced blocks by “complicated 
and strict” Home Office rules, 
which barred them from 
staying in family homes. 

The vulnerable persons 
relocation scheme for Syrian 
nationals was announced 
by the Home Office in March 
2014 and Kingston was 
the first council to show 
support. 

Council leader Kevin Davis 
found himself awash with of¬ 
fers from generous Kingstoni- 
ans but only “three or four” 


houses were found to be 
suitable because of strict 
Home Office rules. 

□ The manager of rock band 
Muse almost bought one of 
Kingston’s last remaining 
live music venues, it was 
revealed. 

The Grey Horse in Rich¬ 
mond Road had been closed 
for almost a year when the 
world’s biggest live band’s 
manager came forward to 
take over the Young’s brew¬ 
ery owned pub. 

Young’s brewery confirmed 
they had come “very close” to 
signing the deal, but it all fell 
through at the last minute.

The Richmond Road school 
opened its doors to 134 stu¬ 
dents as a “learning village” 
at the beginning of the aca¬ 
demic year in portable cabins 
on the site’s car park.

□ One of the world’s most fa¬ 
mous American entertain¬ 
ment wrestling stars has 
chosen to open a first of its 
kind academy - in New 
Malden. 

A1 Snow, who portrays a 
schizophrenic brandishing a 
severed manikin head in the 
ring, has set up a wrestling 
school with business partner 
and fellow wrestler Simon 
Van Der Wolf. 

□ The chief executive of 
Kingston Council resigned, 
and was then allocated more 
than a quarter of a million 
pounds as part of his sever¬ 
ance package. 

Bruce McDonald, who had 
been chief executive for 15 
years, was “asked to leave” by 
council leader Kevin Davis ac¬ 
cording to Liberal Democrat 
councillors after the pair fell 
out. 

Coun Davis denied there 
had been any falling out and 
said he couldn’t go into more 
details due to a non-disclo¬ 
sure agreement.
